| would like to make notice of an error re 
cently appearing in one of your articles. In your 
article, ‘Variety and Proportion, XI," January 
1957) your writer |J. L. Frazier] compares the 
two ratios of three-to-five and two-to-three, as 
those currently upheld by typographers; how- 
ever, in the text an error in arithmetical calcula- 
tions appeared. The mathematical difference be 
tween the two ratios you claim is one-fifteenth, 
arrived at by two-to-three or %4 and three-to-five 
or %. 

As | see it, the two-to-three proportion means 
two parts above and three below, giving a total

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of five parts, three of which are below the opti 
cal center; hence, %. The three-to-five ratio 
would then be three parts above and five below 
yielding a total of eight parts, five of which are 
below the optical center; hence, % 

Using the arithmetical method of deriving the 
difference, we have the lowest-common-denomi 
nator of 40 (five times eight Cross multiplying 
we have 24/40 and 25/40 leaving a difference 
of 1/40 instead of 1/15 

This is only a minute difference in most in 
stances, but it can be observed that 1/15 equals 
0.0667 inch or 4.8 points and 1/40 equals 0.025 
inch or 1.8 points. This difference is now ob 
served in our own language, 3 points difference 
which in many cases would be of noticeable and 
detrimental difference

Phe preparation of such a specimen for study is 
one of the challenges to a microscopist.

Of the hundreds of printers listed, some 
97 had taken display space of an inch or 
more to tell about their services, All of 
these display ads indicated that the printer 
had a press and that he was equipped to 
print various types of material. But of

Because we know lots of fine printers 
we know that there are many, many more 
than three able and willing to contribute 
ideas.

How to Gain Customers 

Suggest an idea to help these prospects 
sell and you have gained a customer. Very 
likely, you have gained a steady customer 
for it will be logical to return again and 
again to the source of good ideas 

Is it so difficult to speak your prospect's 
language and to visualize his aims in sales 
and profits and then to suggest ways 
that printing can help him? We don't 
think so. We believe many printers are 
just coo modest about their ability to con 
tribute ideas with printing craftsmanshiy 

We are in the advertising business. W« 
couldn't exist without the printer's skills 
but we often wonder why so many print 
ers display a lack of interest in their own 
advertising of these important skills they 
posse $s 

Profitable volume for most printers in 
cludes advertising material of all kinds 


Wilson Arbogust heads the Arbogust Company 
founded by his uncle, Oren Arbogust, who oper 
ated an advertising agency in Chicago.

Shop walls and ceilings should be painted when cleaning no longer is effective 
Windows should be washed periodically to insure maximum amount of daylight 
Lighting fixtures should be kept free of dust and dirt. Burnt out, or dull bulbs 
should be replaced immediately to insure maximum lighting 

Overhead pipes should be cleaned frequently to prevent dust from accumulating 
and falling, due to building vibration or air currents from open windows. This also

Exits and the area around them should be kept clear at all times. Fire regulations

If 
corners are painted white, it will help keep them clear of papers, dirt, tobacco

Storage 


Areas used for storage are sometimes neglected. Spoilage and damage result to books 


pamphlets, catalogs, sheets and other materials. Finished products and printed sheets 


while stored, should be covered to protect them from dust and dirt Storage rooms 


should receive the same care as production floors. Great care should be used in double 


stacking loads to prevent them from toppling over and hurting someone 


Advantages Of Good Housekeeping 


Increased production— brought about because of orderly and businesslike condi 


tions in each department 

Better quality less spoiled work when aisles, work areas and floors are kept clean 
and free of obstacles 

Time saved—when workers have space in which to operate freely and do not have 
to waste time to clean up in order to get space in which to work 

Safety improved--an orderly plant is usually a safe plant. A high percentage of 
printing plant accidents are due to poor housekeeping 

Fire protection is improved if all exits are kept clear 

Cleaning costs cut down-—it is cheaper to keep a plant clean and orderly than to 
remove long time accumulations of dirt and rubbish 

Employee morale is heightened which is most important of all. Good morale brings 
about job pride and interest in the organization for which they work. This reduces

We have, of course, made some prog 
ress. But it has generally been in one

other hand, if time is ander 


ed, a customer's job will not bear its

appear to cost less than the estimated 
price. On a subsequent job, the price ma 
be reduced because it was based upon pre 


vious performance. Upon completion of 


the job, the supposedly factual data would 
be found incorrect and a loss registered 

In checking idle or lost time of em 
ployees or machines, it is important to 
ascertain the basic reason. We know of no 
better channel than the time records of 
men and machines 

It is true that sometimes poor plan 
ning, lack of supervision, and upset de 
livery dates are responsible for much of 
the loss and consequent under-recovery of 
this large item of current expense, again, 
the daily ticket is the key to most of it 
Therefore, make a very definite and firm 
resolution to learn at firsthand what goes 
on between that “entry” and “exit” pe 
riod, so that this expense item may be 
fully recovered 

Workmen's compensation is the last of 
our usual groupings of current expense 
items and will be distributed by operating 
units on a payroll formula. There may, of 
course, be other items peculiar to certain 
firms and these will be accounted for 

Perhaps if management (and by this we 
mean all those from executives to those 
carrying supervisory responsibility in any 
measure) would take a new look at exist 


ing records and ask, “What is the maxi 


mum value to be derived from this re¢ 
ord?”, then management would have 


come a long way towards solving its own 
problems, and graphic arts products 


would be more adequately priced 


Magnetic Inks on Checks 


A special subcommittee of the Ameri 


can Bankers Association is in the process 
of developing a method to expedite th 
routing of checks. Much research has re 
sulted in the choice of printing checks in 
sensitive magnetic ink to which special 
machines will respond 

The general idea is that blank checks 
will have printed on them in the magnetic 
ink an account number, the ABA number, 
a routing symbol, and possibly the check 
serial number. The check will be proc 
essed entirely through machines which 
ligest and collate the information 

Once quantity production is achieved, 
the cost of the machines should not be 
great, and Ordinary typewriters ci 
the special ribbons which are impregnate 
with a magnetic ink. It will probably be 
a year and a half before actual installation 
of the machines can be made

The first installation of the commercial 
model of Monophoto in the United States 
has been made in the plant of Westcort & 
Thomson, Inc. in Philadelphia. The se 
ond installation will be made soon in the 
Philadelphia printing plant of E. L. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co

condenser lens which concentrates the 
light output to give intense illumination 
over the area of the character on the mas 
ter negative (this area is a 0.2-inch 
square); (c) an optical wedge which ad 
justs the path of light so that, regardless 
of the degree of enlargement or reduction 
of the character, the left-hand margin will 
fall at the same point; (d) two prisms 
which bend the light thus permitting the 
optical system to occupy less space in the 
machine; (e) a single lens (10-inch focal 
length); and (f) two 45-degree flat-sur 
face mirrors which reflect the image on 
the film. Through the use of these flat 
surface mirrors, the distance the light 
beam travels is always constant, regard 
less of where it falls on the film 

The use of a single lens and focusing 
bars is claimed to have an advantage over 
a multiple lens arrangement, because it is 
possible to adjust the focusing bars to the 
point size tolerances set up in the hot 
metal process. The optical axis of a lens 
seldom corresponds with the mechanical 
axis. With a multiple lens arrangement, 
it is possible to compensate for this vari 
able, if interchangeability is not necessary 
However, it is claimed that with the single 
lens system used in Monophoto, all sizes 
of type can be held in perfect alignment 

The film drum eliminates any possi 
bility of the surface of the film rubbing 
against another surface, because the film 
remains stationary on the drum. Move 
ment of the gear-controlled drum posi 
tions the film from line to line. When it is 
necessary, film can be returned to any pre 
viously set line.

Any pho 
tographic film (thin base, thick base or 
stripping film) can be used in the ma 
chine. Photographic paper can also be 
used, when it is desired to make a right 
reading negative trom it 

Monophoto is equipped with safety de 
vices so that the machine stops operating 
if (a) the light source fails to function or 
(b) if the compressed air pressure falls 
below its specified limit. Since the ma 
chine is automatic in Operation and can 
be unattended, the safety devices call at 
tenon by stopping the machine. The 
possibility of film being wasted through 
an electrical or mechanical failure is thus 
eliminated 

The correction device is a mechanism 
which consists essentially of a small hand 
tool and rigid guide. It is used to remove 
the emulsion from the film base and to 
position accurately the replacement cor 
rected line or lines which are set on strij 
ping film. Since only the emulsion ts r 
placed, it is not necessary to burn in the 
lines caused by diffraction of light as 


when the base is also cut. This makes it 


possible to give correct exposure in plate 
making. It also enables the holding of 


much finer serifs and sharper definition

Handling Paper in Offset Printing Plant 
Requires Careful Attention to Details 


By Dr. Robert F. Reed 
Lithographic Technical Foundation, Chicago 


From the standpoint of production, the 


printability of paper includes (1) its 
ability to be fed to the press and delivered 
in a flat condition; (2) its ability to hold 


register adequate pick resistance 


(4) freedom from lint and dust; (5) 


an ink IMpression, and 


ability to accept 
(6) freedom from chemicals that damage 
the plate, cause ink to emulsify, or affect 
drying of the ink 

Print quality can be lowered by some 
deficiencies in printability, such as mis 
register, surface picking, damage to plates, 
or ink emulsification. But obviously, you 
can't expect the same print quality from 
papers of different brightness, opacity or 
smoothness, no matter how well they run 
on the press 

For good offset press Operation, sheet 
paper should be grain long, perfectly flat, 
neither too dry nor too moist, and be 
trimmed straight and square. It should 
have a higher pick strength than paper for 
letterpress, and-a low curling tendency 
It should be free from dust and lint, and 
have good ink-drying properties. Un 
coated papers on skids should be felt side 
up, preferably 

Roll papers for web offset have the 
same requirements as sheet papers. In ad 
dition, the rolls should be tightly wound 
and round, and should show no soft spots 
flats or corrugations 

The paper mill is responsible for the 
condition of paper when packaged at the 
mull. If ic has the

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Salesmen’s Expense Accounts 
Q.—What about salesmen’s expenses 
How are they usually handled by plants 


A.—Most plants advance expenses to 
their salesmen and any inordinate sum is 
deducted from earned commissions. Plants 
also have a voucher system of expense 
payment and salesmen who put in vouch 
ers for fare and occasional luncheons with 
prospects are reimbursed when vouchers 
are okayed. As a rule, salesmen are dis 
couraged from going to any unusual ex 
pense unless first approved by the proper 
authority. When a salesman uses his own 
car, many plants pay for the gas and re 
pairs, and in some cases plants will remit 


a small sum toward car depreciation 


Salary and Commission 

Q.—-Please explain the fundamentals 
of salary and commission method of pay 
ment? How does this differ from a draw 


ing account and commission? 


A Under the salary and commission 
plan, a salesman usually is paid a small 
salary and a straight or sliding scale com 
mission on net sales. From time to time, 
both the salary and commission may b« 
readjusted in accordance with business 
and the performance of the salesman. Ad 
vantages are that the salesman is assured 
a regular income, he is paid for mission 
ary work and he is assisted by manage 
ment during a breaking-in period and in 
de } ression times 

A salesman who receives a drawing a 
count and commission, actually operates 
under an advance loan on anticipated 
business. His drawing is his anticipated 
commission which he draws each week 
like a salary 

To illustrate: A salesman is paid a com 
mission of { given a draw 
ing account of a week. If, during the 


first week, his sales are only $100, 15 per

Kinds of Commission Payment 
Q.—Please explain what is meant by 
the following: sliding, group and indi 


vidual item commission? 


A Sliding commission is the sum 
aid for a certain percentage of net sales 
up to a certain amount. After this amount 
is reached, the rate of commission in 
creases or declines with higher sales 

Under the group commission plan 
types of jobs sold are arranged in groups 
by management. Different rates are paid 
for each group, such as for an order for 
letterheads as opposed to signing up a 
public ation oF a mail order house The 
commission rates are then varied accord 


ing to the profit value or the desirability 


of selling the various jobs. Management 


frequently prefers this plan because it in 
duces the sales force to push the most 
profitable jobs 

Printing plants seldom bother with the 
individual item commission, although 
now and then salesmen will run across it 
Under this plan, a printing plant may 
have a salesman rated at various levels of 
commission percentage directly tied to the 
individual job sold, based on the size of 


the job and its nature 


Facing People With Prejudices 
Q.—Suppose you had to sell to a per 
son who was prejudiced against you on 
the ground of creed or color. How would 


you go about handling this person 


A.—We would try the direct approach 
We would appeal to the common sense, 
the humanity, the Americanism of the 
prospect. We would do this not in the 
manner of storming a fort but in a calm, 
man-tO-mMan session, not raising our voice, 
RZiving vent tO no anger or vindictive ness, 
but simply ventilating the issue. Only 
after this job has been done and the air 
cleared, would we proceed to the sales

Calling in Person a Must? 
Q Is there anything wrong with 
using the telephone from time to time in 


stead of calling in person? 


A.—Nothing wrong at all, It is true 
that while there are sound and unsound 
methods of selling, there are no precise 
formulas 

Most people who sell feel chat there are 
no substitutes for the personal call to ce 
ment trade relations. But if after several 
such calls a salesman has communicated 
the full message, it may possibly require 


only a telephone call to make the sale

From all this, it can be seen that when 
solvents are involved, some degree of in 
compatibility with rubber plates must be 
expected. It depends on the type of rub 
ber, the solvent, the amount and the way 
it is used, whether this effect will be no 
ticeable or ruinous 

Nevertheless, long experience indicates 
that natural rubber plates are to be pre 
ferred on balance to synthetic plates 
whenever the type of ink or solvents per 
mits their use. Although both types of 
plate cost exactly the same, natural rub 
ber plates will be found to have more 
comeback” and resilience, to stick better 
to stickyback, to stand up better in the 
presence of alcohol and Cellosolve 

While it is desirable for flexographic 
printers to have some basic knowledge of 
the characteristics of printing plate rub 
bers, the best practical procedure is to 
work closely with both inkmaker and

Name Die-Cut in Letterhead! 

Don May, Los Angeles, California.—-Did 
you read or hear about our complaint that 
printers make too little use of embossing, die 
cutting, and other finishing processes, and 
then send the letterhead and envelope you 
designed for Sherman Paper Products for 
that reason? The pieces add up to the most 
distinctive twosome we've seen in some 
years. Since it’s impossible to reproduce the 
jobs, we owe it to readers to sketch the top 
features, so “away we go!” The word “Sher- 
man” appears about a half inch from the 
left side of the 842- by 11-inch sheet, a pica 
farther down from top edge. It is not printed 
but is die-cut. The letters simulate a con- 
trasting cursive type of very thin upstrokes 
and very thick downstrokes which would be 
designated script except for the fact that 
hairline connections between letters are not 
die-cut. To the right of the word, five rules 
of approximately 6-point thickness, with a 
bit less than that space between, appear as 
a blind-embossed band extending from the 
top edge of the sheet to about an inch below 
the die-cut name line. Names of the five 
cities in which the company operates are in 
very small sans serif caps printed in green, 
and read upward from the bottom of each 
blind-embossed band. The remainder of the 
copy appears in a single line of small type, 
in line with the vertical center of the letters 
of the name to the left, across the embossed 
band. Words completing the company name 
in light-face sans serif caps are printed in 
gray, a bit too weak, and the address of the 
branch written from is in green to complete 
the line. Holding the sheet before us, and at 
different angles, we were surprised to note 
how very clear the die-cut word “Sherman” 
appeared. To add interest, a corner space of 
green is printed in the upper, left-hand cor- 
ner of the second sheets; it bleeds off at the 
left and top and is roughly “vignetted” on 
the paper otherwise. This green area is not 
large enough to restrict typing, but makes 
the die-cut name appear to be printed in 
green in the case of two-page letters. En- 
velope treatment is roughly similar. A series 
of 6-point blind-embossed lines appear (ver- 
tically) at the left hand edge. The address 
reads from the bottom and is in gray on the 
innermost (right) embossed line. The com 
pany name is printed in green in a horizontal 
line a bit above the center of the envelope

He made up from brass 
rule a table illustrating his system. Upon 
printing this table, he noticed that his 
dampened papers, when drying, had 
shrunk his scale slightly. Subsequently, 
he informed his readers, “In this print, I 
have prevented this error, by making a 
proper provision for the shrinking of the 
paper.’ 

In spite of such irregularities, the Four 
nier system was welcomed immediately by 
printers, and somewhat later by other 
French type founders 

The next steps were taken after the 
death of Fournier by another French type 
founder, Francois-Ambroise Didot, who 
attempted to base the points on an aj 
proved lineal measure, the French foot 
(12.7892 American inches). A further 
contribution of Didot was to assign a nu 
merical name to each size, thus rejecting 
the old type names A controversy arose 
in France as to the relative merits of the 
two systems, with the result that both 
were used for many years, to the complete 
confusion of all printers. Although Di 
dot’s system came into use prior to the 


establishment of the metric system, it 

is still in use in most of Europe now

Reglet Work-ups Prevented 

A frequent problem, particularly in 
publication pages, is the working-up of 
reglets or slugs running vertically be 
tween columns. A method of preventing 
this is the insertion at each end of a col 
umn of type, of a slug which has been 
sawed six points or a pica wider than 
column width. It is then undercut to the 
correct measure (similar in shape to the 
old-time composing rule). The overhang

Stuck Slugs on One Machine 

Q We have Model 5 and Model 8 
Linotypes. It is impossible to set more 
than 20 lines on the Model 5 without 
stopping and putting mold polish in the 
mold in order to get the slugs to kick out 
We lose a lot of time every day doing this 

We run the Model & all day on straight 
matter and never have any trouble with 
lines ejecting. So in my book, it is not che 
metal but the machine 

The molds have been cleaned and the 
liners changed, but we still have the same 
stuck slugs. Can you give us an idea of 
what the trouble 1s? 

A Wear or a dirty condition of the 
main drive clutch leathers may be causing 
some of the trouble 

Loose pins in the toggle links of the 
clutch can also be the cause. The pinholes 
in the toggle links can wear in an oval 
shape, thereby giving undue play in the 
friction shoes. ¢ heck the tension of the 
clutch spring which lies between the ad 
justing bushing and collar on the clutch 
rod. This should exert a pressure of from 
16 to 18 pounds. This is the most com 
mon Cause of trouble like yours 

Hollow slugs may be a partial CAUSE 

Side knives may be trimming too heav 
on rib or on both sides of the slug 

The pot lever Springs can be weak in 
adjustment. Very seldom does this spring 
become weak in itself, but the adjusting 
pot lever eyebolt nuts can be in the wrong 
position on the eye bolt tO give maximum 
compression which in turn causes the cor
